SALT LAKE CITY (AP) -

death penalty for an 18-ycar-oid 
who allegedly fatally shot one 
teen and injured another in a 
gang dispute.

Attorney Dave Yocom said in his 
30-year-career as a prosecutor, 
he has never sought the death 
penalty against someone so 
young. 

Solomon Lee Johnson is the 
youngest person in Salt Lake 
County in 40 years to face a pos- 


sible execution, Yocom said. ' ■ 

“This is a sad day in my life,” 
Yocom said Friday. “It’s tragic. 
But I hope violent young crimi- 
nals, including gang members, 
will hear the message loud and 
dear." 

Police say John.son crashed a 
party that induded members of 
a rival gang at the Lexington 
Park Apartments, early Nov. 6. 
Despite being told he was not 
welcome, Johnson allegedly

The agency tallies taxable 
sales for each of the state's 44 
counties, but the numbers only 
show the sales from businesses 


headquartered in, the county and • 
operating stores only within that 
county. 

Sales from stores in any county 
with parent companies headquar- 
tered outside Idaho are lumped 
under the Out-of-Siaie category. 
The Multiple Counties category 
tallies salc.s from .Idaho compa- 
nies with stores in more than one 
county. 

The stunning number of 
national retailers that have 
opened stores in Cocur d'Alene 
and Post Falls in the last three 
years guarantees shortfall in 


the recorded amount of tax col- 
lections Kootenai County hands 
the state. 

Even without sales from the 
157,000 square-foot Fred Meyer 
store or the 188.000 square-foot 
Eagle Hardware and Garden Inc. 
store in its column. Kootenai 
County has shown impressive 
growth. 

Taxable sales in the five nortli- 
em counties totaled SI.17 billion 
last year, an 8 percent increase 
from the S1.08 billion collected in 
1995, according to tax commis- 
sion figures.

The average patient today is 75 
or older. In the past, surgeons 
warned younger patients to wait 
to avoid repeat surgeries. Some 
are still waiting.
